LONDON LETTER. 


London, Nov. 18, 1914. 

The effects of the war are eng to make 
themselves felt in all manner of unexpected 
directions. For instance, one hears from 
certain dealers that the exodus of Germans 
from the country is likely to act as a de- 
pressing influence upon the price of early 
Victorian furniture and curios, which have 
shown of late years a most surprising 
tendency to reach a level quite dispropor- 
tionate to their artistic merit. The demand 
among English collectors for this type of 
furniture has never approached that for the 
work of the 18th century craftsmen. 

British Craftsmen’s Display. 

A noteworthy effort to find a market for 
the output of British craftworkers is being 
made by the promoters of the Exhibition of 
British Arts and Crafts, at the Maddox 
Street Galleries. Every attempt has been 
made to capture the German trade in toys, 
with the result that a number of exceedingly 
artistic toys of home manufacture have been 
produced. Among these the Welsh toys 
take a prominent place, while various nota- 
ble artists have contributed original designs 
for the decoration and fashioning of others. 

[t may safely be predicted that the future 
generation will benefit by the war to the 
extent of inheriting valuable family por-
